But, 
hike the people of the United States 
{they are coming to live less of their 
lives out of doors and they do not 
require so much meat. 
Temptation is great to eat much 
I meat in a country which has

the paying of rent 
Meat then is plenty and cheap. When 
the land is all taken for farming, it 
becomes more costly to raise cattle. 
It has been the history of the old­ 
er countries, as they became thickly 
settled, that, meat rose in price and 
they came to depend more on other 
foods. Here in our country, we are 
likewise getting to the point where 
we can with difficulty keep our meat 
eating habits. One reasonable duty 
to ourselves, considering our chang­ 
ed m anner of life, is to reduce our 
meat consumption. Now our duty is 
beginning to -bo enforced by neces­ 
sity.

of the surgeon g e n e r a l ’s office a t 
W ashington sp eaking a t the a n n u m 
meeting of the F ed era tio n of A m e r ­ 
ican societies for experimental 'biol­ 
ogy at the University of Minnesota, 
here today, declared 
that men in 
United States a r m y cam ps have g a i n ­ 
ed from 5 to IO pounds each since
